the bnrenu of animal Industry, United 
States department of agriculture, a 
warm barn, commonly deemed essen- 
tial for large milk production during 
the winter months, proved to be some- 
what less satisfactory than an open 
shed.

three years showed that cows housed 
In the open shed consumed a little 
more feed, required more bedding and 
slightly Increased labor cost, but be- 
cause more milk was'produced and on 
account of the lower cost of housing, 
the open shed was found to be some- 
what more economical.
